If tho rate of retrocession remains during 


tho next 500 years as it has been for the lost 
forty-five years, the inner edge of the Horse- 
shoe Fall will bavo passed to the east of 
Goat Island, and as the line of deepest water 
is near tho Canadian shore all the waters of 
the river will pass over the Horseshoe Fall, 
obliterating the American Fall entirely and 
transforming Goat Island into a peninsula, 
on which the smaller islands of today, Bath, 
Luna, Chapin, etc., will appear as little hill- 
tops. 


The fall will then, perhaps, bo higher than 


today because tho present descent of fifty 
feet over the rapids will be added to the 
height of the cataract, minus the number of 
foot needed to give the necessary current to 
the river below, which at present is fifteen 
feet to tho mile. Considering that even now 
tbo Horseshoo Fall no longer recedes south 
but more east than south, which recession 
will be more easterly yot in tho course of 
time, it will havo to travel about five 
miles 
in 
tbat 
direction 
boforo 
tho 


Niagara shale, which now occupies the lower 
half of the face of the fall, is under water; 
nnd the retrocession by means of uadermin- 
Ing is stopped. For at present tbe chances 
that take place are duo to the fact that the 
upper eighty feet of the face is formed of a 
bard limestone, whilo the lower eighty feet 
is composed of soft, easily crumbling shale, 
which tho spray can wash away with ease to 
such au extent that tho overlying limestones 
lose their support, break off and tumble 
down with a corresponding chango in the ap- 
pearance of tho edge of the falls. Then the 
changes will bo accomplished simply by the 
eroding power of the water and the falls will 
remain near the northern end of Grand-Island 
for a practically unlimited time. We thus 
see that after tbo falls of today havo receded 
perhaps three-quarters of a mile, there will 
bo only one fall; when that ono fall has trav- 
eled east and south four miles more and 
reaches Grand Island, it will again bo divided 
into an American and a Canadian cataract, 
thjs time separated by Grand Island, and 
like the falls of today, tho western branch 
will carry tho largest amount of water will 
recede faster and be the lower of tbe two in 
height. Tho hope of finally having the falls 
at Buffalo must be abandoned, for from tbat 
point of Grand Island to tho city of Buffalo 
only rapids can exist on accountof thenaturo 
ol tbo underlying rock, which is soft. 


As tho ratronession of Oio Falls oi! Niagara 


began in what may bo called, geologically, 
the most recent period, tho timo necessary 
for it to arrive at its present site has had a 
very important bearing upon the question of 
the ago of man on the American continent. 
As Ions as it was considered necessary to 
claim several hundred thousand years for the 
ago of Niagara alone, tho age of" tho human 
race bad to be computed at perhaps half a 
million of years; no matter bow little such 
bigb figures agreed with other discoveries 
tbo rocky gorge of tho Niagara always pre- 
sented an insurmountable obstacle against 
any reduction of timo. But since we have 
discovered that after all the work of excava- 
tion could havo beeu accomplished in per- 
haps 3,000 years, our computation of the age 
of tho human raco has settled down to rea- 
eonablo figures, which givo to the beds of 
sand and gravel in which the oldest human 
implements havo been found an ago of per- 
haps 40,000 to 00,000 years, and anthropolo- 
gists claim that all tho facts so far collected 
agree well with the latter figurc.-Professor 
Julius Pohlman.

Tbat vast region of country f ing between 


China and Siberia, known as Mongolia pre- 
sents this striking contrast to the Middlo 
Kingdom, tbat while tbe latter appears like 
a boundless cemetery, the hind of the Tartars 
bos not a grave or a memorial stono. Tho 
Mongols are living in constant expectation 
of returning to their old home far off to tho 
southwest, and they want nothing to keep 
them from undertaking tbe great emigration 
The intensity of desiro to bo led back to the 
laud of their fathers is most suggestive of the 
prayers and waitings of the Jews because of 
tbo desolation of Palestine aud their agony 
of longing for its restoration.

KISS THE WOMEN AND DEPART. 


Hermann Vickery, tho Noted California 


Thief— Nino Venn In Prison DM Not 
Change Him—Riddled with Dullcti While 
Attempting to Escape. 


Tho burglar, Hermann Vickery, who was 


shot this week and fatally injured while mak- 
ing a bold dash for liberty at Folsom state 
prison, had a career which is ono of tbo most 
extraordinary in tho criminal annals of tbo 
coast California has bail many desperate 
criminals whom long residence in prison 
could not tamo, but nono of these ever showed 
such utter luck of fenr as Vickery did, or 


broke against each other to uso as imple- 
ments of toil. 


My cell'was afae feet high, flvo feet broad 


and ten feet deep. Two bars of iron inserted 
Ju tho solid rock supported four boards six 
inches *tdo and two inches in thickness, 
which, with a coarse blanket and a sack of 
rtraw, composed my bed. Along the outer 
odfie of the planks was fastened another one. 
extending one and a half inches above the 
edge, a threo legged stool and a billet of 
wood, to place beneath tbo eaok of straw for 


a pillow, completed the equipment of the 
cell. 


Through an opening hi tha heavy door I 


could see damp walls and heavy doors. 
Through this opening, at irregular intervals, 
was thrust a l.iaf of bread and a jug of water 
and at times a piece of meat would be left, 
without a word, upon the shulf^at tbo open- 
ing. Many a time hare 1 raised the jug to 
dash it against tho stones and with tbe ragged 
edgo sever an artery, but each time tho faint 


, 


tbo side with tbe gates. It was my only hopo, 
and that failing mo, death would bo welcome' 
so I pushed upward. 


How my heart throbs as I recall that 


instant, when, pushing through tho turf, I 
felt tho air of heaven again blowing across 
my facol I bad como out into tbo open sp-ico 
diagonally across from tbe tower gate. Tho 
stars wero shining in tho sky, and now and 
then a cloud swapt over tbe moon as though 
to shroud my escape. 


Grasping what was left of tbo broken 


sword, I climlicd up to tho level ground. Not 
a soul was in sight. Lamo and weak as I 
was, somo strange, new found power im- 
pelled mo onward, and I fled, not knowing, 
naught cadug whither I was tending. If 1 
met any one I do not know it. My blood 
seemed on flre. I was free. Lot them taka 
mo back to-morrow if they would. I had 
tasted tbe air of freedom again, and uow I 
could die. On, on I went until at last nature, 
weak, worn and exhausted, left mo panting 
at tho door of an inn. I recall tbo kceper'n 
burly form and red, good iiatured face, and 
then my senses must have left mt>, for I 
awoko to Dud myself in this bed wbero I am 
writing. I bavo seen only the littlo girl who 
brought mo materials for writing, and I 
haro sont down tho jewels from tho sword 
hilt to compensate tbo innkeeper for biscaro. 
I shall seo him to-morrow, anil then I shall 
know if those who lovo mo still live; if those 
for whom 1 bavo cared will now care for tbia 
broken reed that tbo storms of lifo have 
blasted. In tho seventh house beyond tbo 
wooden bridge at Home Hill road I left my 
wife and children. Shall 1 see them ajrainl 
Shall 1 ever 


Iloro tho US. breaks off, incomplete, and 


in a scrawling hand, probably that of tbo 
innkeeper, are tbcso words: 


"Written by an old and ragged mar, with 


loner white hair and beard, who died in tlio 
kitchen chamber of the Blue Bird inn. Wo 
have, KS duty called, sent to tba seventh 
bouso rrom tho wooden bridge, en Berna 
Hill roftd. Lut a happy family lives therein, 
who seek no aged, dying man, and know not 
who he may bo.—James Claraico Harvey io 
Pittsburg bulletin. 


such remarkable disregard of danger when 
indulging in his favorite pastime of burglary. 
Tho police otters who saw much of him and 
tho prison officials all declared ho wasa crank, 
and thoy have pointed, sinco his death, to his 
attempt to cscapo as proof of tlieir -oundnesB 
of position, but others wlio know him said ho 
was simply a confirmed criminal, with many 
eccentricities, which made him as intcrcstin 
a study as Black Bart, tlio poetical lone higt 
wayman, who robbed stages for over ton 
years, and loft a sarcastic noto in doggere 
every timo he broke open an express box o 
slit a mail pouch. 


A DESPERATE CI1AXCE. 


Vickery certainly hadn't ono clmnco in i 


hundred to escape wben ho dropped his tooli 
and scrambled up the steep bank on tin 
American river just belo-.v Kolsom prison 
Ho probably counted on Uie guards beeomiiif 
"rattled," as the governor was insiwcling tbo 
place at tho timo. As it proved, bo made a 
good calculation. Altbonghdiiringhis climb 
up tbe exposed side of a bluff for seventy feet 
ho was in range of a dozen Winchesters anc 
ono Catling gun, and tlm ground over wbicl 
ho passed looked afterward ns If it had been 
rooted up by hops where tho shower of leat 
struck it, still Vickery readied «itbiu ten 


windows wero securely ooltcd. Extra polico 
woro put on, aud ouo night in May 1SSO 
Vickery was caught. Ho gave tho naino of 
Joel Jay, and was so greatly chaneod bv 
prison lifo that it was with mucb difficulty 
that ho was identified. Ho was convicted 
und sent to Folsom prison for thirty years— 
equal, in bis case, to a lifo sentence as bo 
wus thon 50 years old. 


At Folsom ho gave much trouble, as ho was 


more cranky than ever and had long fits of 
surliness. 
Ho mado several desperate at- 


tempts to escape, but all woro thwarted. 
Iboso who observed him in his last yours in 
prison said ho soemed to live only In tho hopo 
of breaking out, as his health was failing 
and ho could not have lived long. His death 
matched bis life, for ho took despcrato 
chances which not ono man In a thousand 
would bavo risked, and bo camo within an 
ace of success.-San Francisco Cor.

Vickery was a Gorman who worked as a 


miner in Yreka, Sisklyou county, in tho cx- 
tremo northern part of tho state. There 
about 1S70, bo committed a series of burgla- 
ries and was scut to San Quentin for a long 
term of years. IIo made so good an impres- 
sion on the pnsou officials, and his thefts bod 
been so small that he was pardoned about 
1875. 
IIo camo to this city, and in tho fol- 


lowing year was convicted of periwtruting a 
remarkable Beries of burglaries that were tho 
local sensation for nearl- a month. 


After robbing a house it was bis custom to 


visit tho rooms of tbe female members of tbe 
family and kiss and fondle thorn. On several 
occasions be actually got into bed with sleep- 
ing women, and when they awoke bo escaped 
by a window or door which ho hod thought- 
fully loft open, taking his plunder with him. 
He was such a good sprinter that none of the 
robbed ever caught him. Some of tbo women 
whom ho kissed were seriously ill from the 
shock of awaking and finding themselves iu 
a strange man's arms. Vickery surpassed all 
bis previous exploits by getting into bed be- 
side a wifo whilo the husband was also asleep. 
Tho latter was aroused and chased Vickery 
from tho bouso, but, as usual, tbo burglar es- 
caped. 


He was taken, however, soon after whilo 


attempting to burglarize the premises of a 
Mr. Owens. He was sent to San Quentin for 
fifteen years, but after nino years, according 
to tho working of tbe Goodwin net, bis 
fifteen year term was ended. Ho was dis- 
charged in 1SS5, and as ho had become a 
good carpenter, the jail officials thought hi 
would lead au lionest life. 


RETUIUTItrO TO BIS OLD TKICKa 


They mado a great mistake, however as ho 


returned to tho city, aud didn't even use up 
tbo money bo had made by extra work fn 
prison beforo bo began his old business of 
burglary and annoying women. Ho trans- 
ferred his operations to Oakland, perhaps be- 
cause of tho superabundance of women iu the 
pretty city across the bay. He chloroformed 
ono woman, but ho offered uo outrage to her 
although sho was in his power for several 
hours.

Expectation, excitement, anxiety, in fact 
every canino emotion, animated that pup'g 
ugly littlo mug, and I was Just thinking bow 
tbo lowest of mankind is capable of Inspiring 
lovo in a dog's heart, and what faithfulness 
wagged that stumpy tail, when tho human 
bruto wantonly kicked him with such foroo 
as to bowl him clean across tho sidewalk. 
Thou, having shown this amiable recogni- 
tion of tho dog's eager welcome, tbo man 
ecteed him by tlio scult of tho neck and tossed 
him into tho cart 


For a moment I not only longed for our 


offlccnt society, but for a cowhide to apply 
where it would do tho most good. All sorb 
and conditions of men aro known to mal- 
treat creatures weaker than themselves, but 
I never witnessed a more gratuitous display 
of cruelty to an animal than this, and it 
tairly darkened tho whole day.

Tho field 
or work is, Indeed, wido, bu' I am sure a 
great deal moro could bo donr ' somo of our 
nflueutial people at homo woi J agitato tbo 
natter. Though the task seems almost bopo- 
ess in a population as numerous as this, yet 
snco mako tlio laws sufficiently stringent and 
bo French government will bo an able cood- 
utor. For laws aro not broken here with 
mpunity.—Cor. Uoston Herald.

Preservation of Meat. 


Tbo Journal d1 Agriculture states that It is 


customary In Upper Saono (France), both on 
farms and in villages, to preserve meat In 
summer by placing it in largo earthen pani 
or pots filled with curdled milk, or ev«n with 
skimmed milk, which soon curdles, and stor- 
ing tho vessels fn the cellar. In order to 
keep tbo moat beneath the surface of tba 
milk, it is loaded with clean stones. Meat if 
preserved in this way for over a week, with- 
out the least change In ite flavor. Wben It 
is needed for use it 1» simply washed and 
dried. Tbe milk is fed to swine. 


Why We Sink In Quicksand. 


Quicksand it composed chiefly ol small 


particles of mica mixed largely with water. 
The mica is so smooth that tbe fragment* 
slip upon each other with the ereatost facil- 
ity, so that any heavy body which dispute* 
them will sink, and continue to sin|c until a 
solid bottom Is reached. When particles ot 
sand aro ragged and angular any weight 
pressing on them will crowd them together 
until they ore compacted Into a tolidmas*.

Murderers in New York. 


JUDICIAL HUItDEUS INGENEKAL. 


Some Celebrated Execntloiu of the I'Mt. 


The Hanging of o Seaman Who nod 
JwtUUblr Killed lib Superior—Imprfe- 
nnment far Life Mid Ito DIudvantagtM. 


On tbo first day o( January a unique and 


Important law will go into cffoct in Now

It deal* with killing and killers. 
The old fashioned, tiresome, monotonous 


stylo of hanging a murderer will bo done 
away irith, and In its place will bo substi- 
tuted a new, scientific fashion—by electricity. 
Tlio murdercra upon whom Mmtonco has been 
PUHBM! before Jan. 1 will depart this life in tlio 
oM way—by hanging. Those who aro sen- 
tenced after Jan. 1 will bo olectrillod. 


I have Men thirty-nix men hanged, and I am 


tl rod of It 
I believe In capital punishment. 


] see no reason why tho perpetration of what 
our law makers aro pleased to regard as our 
gi ittUwt crime should make tho perpetrator a 
privileged pauper, supported by tho com- 
munity, for tho rest of a long life, prolonged 
beyond reason by tho hygienic and social care 
of cranky reformers. Dut tho circumstances 
attendant upon tho judicial killing of our 
murderers hitherto havo boon disgusting, as 
tin' killing Itself has boon unworthy of an en- 
lightened, progressive and ficlonUflcolly in- 
gt iiious people. They woro kept in "Murdor- 
ci 'if How," in tho Tomlis, a long tune, to re- 
ci Ivo tliosontiiiioiital core of a lot of weak 
hefidod people, such as those who potted the 
filthy negro Chastinc Cox up to tho day 
of Ilia death; to enjoy whatever comfort 
w iis desirable from tho prayers and ministra- 
tions of graco by tho fat wltted religious 
onlhuslasts who flocked about them; to ho 
lionized by tho press and apotheosized by

giimo." And eventually they woro legally 
killed, In a way that taxed the Ingenuity and 
i:imgmalivo capacity of tho npaco reporter 
for mich exaggeration as would give him a 
a readable column of descriptive matter 
8 utod to tho morbid requirements of tho poo- 
jili'Who like to road about such things. Toall 
t)iiit,thankatotlienowlaw ,thero is an end. If 
tlio law is not violated, tho condemned mur- 
di ror will be, from tho hour of his sentence, 
• i far as all knowledge by the public is con- 
«vniod—abort of his physical death—a man 
tl •inland forgotten. Several years ago I pub- 
lisliod in Tho Now York Sun, under the thin 
disguise of a pretended' 'interview with on old 
phrenologist," some practical suggestions con- 
cerning tho proper treatment of persons 
K'litencod to capital punishment, which woro 
altogether my own ideas based upon years 
ol olisurvatlon aid reflection. Every one of 
tin' recommendations mode by tho commission 
who framed the law that goes into effect Jan. 
I was embodied in my suggestions in that 
art iclo. Bo I naturally think tho new statute 
go>xl, as far us it goes. 
Hut tho laws 


under which mun aro condemned to death 
di< <uld bo radically changed. No man should 
suffer death for a crimothat is only proved 
by circumstantial evidence. And mere kill- 
ing should not bo held to constitute murder. 
] havo seen an innocent man judicially mur- 
dei «1, and I havo seen a man hanged for a 
deed that should have gained him tho plau- 
dit •< of all good and true men. Hence I make 
bold to affirm that tho criminal law, as it 
ex Nts, is not right. Tlio first of tho two cases 
to which I havo alluded occurred in tho town 
of \faukcgon, Ills., in 1805. A man mimed 
!*•« was alleged to havo killed 
Ituth 


Hi ilen, an old widow by whom ho was em- 
pi' iyod as a farm hand. It could not bo made 
to appear that ho had anything to gain by 
the criino, but a web of circumstantial ovi- 
dmco was ingeniously woven about him that 
at least mode it seem possible that ho could 
havo perpetrated it 
And, in a community 


that had modo up its alleged mind to hang 
BvmtlAxly, that possibility was quite enough. 
If he could havo done it, and there was no 
clear proof that ho did not, why of course ho 
dl>l. There was another man who would 
have been materially benefited, financially, 
by Ruth Briden's death, but ho was a person 
of substance, with social standing, while 
Leo 
was a 
poor, 
shiftless, 
homeless, 


friendless ne'er-do-weel, and, fortunate- 
ly for 
himself, that other man was 


ali'.o to turn against tho lonely, unfriended 
wrotch all tho tide of popular suspicion— 
which went a long way toward conviction. 
Having studied tho case very thoroughly and 
made my mind up about it, on tho morning 
of Lee's execution I said to the deputy sheriff 
who was master of ceremonies on thoocca- 
rio-i: "It is none of my business, and even if 
I tried to mako it so I could do nothing to in- 
terfere with tho entertainment you have laid 
out for this forenoon, but I wish to casually 
remark that you aro going to hong a per- 
fectly innocent man, and if a certain witness 
whoso testimony did most to convict him 
happens to bo present at tho execution the 
rail assassin will bo supervising tho proceed- 
ings." That deputy sheriff regarded mo 
with pitying scorn, and said so, with charac- 
teristic frankness. I gave my reasons for tho 
faith that was in mo, but said: "Go ahead. 
It is no funeral of mine. I dont belong in 
this community; am in nowiso responsible 
for this murder; am simply hero to report it 
ns a matter of duty, just as you, in discharge 
of your duty, will perpetrate it; but 1 simply 
wi*b. to mention my recognition of tho fact 
that it will bo a murder. That'sail."

The cam of a man who wot hanged for a 


food deed wai that of a black man named 
Hawkins, who was executed ia the Tombs, in 


Me ir Tork. a number of years ago, for tho 
trivial offense of tnin«^«ig the skull of a nauti- 
cal scoundrel whoso name I do not at present 
recall. The circumsfaunce* were then: Haw- 
klnahad shipped as • cook aboard a coaster 
tonnd from New York to New Orleans. The 
mosterof the vessel wasa brutal ruffian who 
delighted In Inflicting cruelty upon the do- 
ifenwtat- and weak simply for the enjoyment 
that be derived from seeing then-sufferings. 
Bo oynr not within ?oach of the poor ncsro 


that ha did not deal him a vicious kick 
or a cruel 
blow ivith a belaying pin, 


a 
murllnspiko or anything 
cfeo that 


camo liondy. Again and again ho knocked 
bun headlong down a hatchway, and at 
leant once managed to scald him. 
Brutal 


as ho vas in hix treatment of all his crew, to 
none ol her was ho so •anrestraiiiodly merciless 
ns tot110 wretched co ik. Finally his cruelty 
climaiud in nu oatt that whoa tho vessel 
rcacbC'l New Orleans be would sell tho black 
man in to slavery. Hawkins had a wife and 
child In New York that ho loved very dearly, 
llo hail every reason to believe that tho cap- 
tain w is villain enough to do that which La 
.threatened, ami knew that under the law of 
Louisiana if tho bkippur chose to claim him 
as a tlavo and swcur to bis ownership bo 
could have no protection. In the frenzy in- 
duced by his inuntil anguUh ho seized a 
hatchet and chopped that captain's head into 
little j.ioceB. 


It w;is mutiny and murder on tho high seas, 


so the} brought Hawkins back to New York, 
tried him for his lifo in a United States 
court, ronvicled him and sentenced him to 
bo "hanged by tho neck until ho was dead, 
and might God hnvo mercy on his soul." 
While ho lay in tho Tombs, awaiting tbo 
day of his execution, a lot of preachers caino 
around urging him to "repent." 


"No," ho replied, "1 havo nothing to repent 


of. I <lid only what was right in killing that 
man. Under tho same circumstances I would 
do the samo thing again. Not even to win 
tho salvation that you proffer as my reward 
would I utter tho lio that I repent of tho 
deed." 


Tho preachers only annoyed him, and soon 


ha declined seeing them. His wifo and child 
were with him in his cell as much as the 
prison rules would permit, and no one, wit- 
nessing tho mutual affection that they demon- 
strated could fail to understand tho madness 
that p issessed tho poor fellow's brain at tbo 
thought of being sold into lifelong slavery. 
far from his loved ones. Death was infinitely 
preferable to him. 


As b'> stood beneath tho gallows beam, with 


tho ncoso encircling his neck, his arms pin- 
ioned und the black cap resting on his brow, 
United States Marshal Murray asked him if 
ho desired to my anything. Ho replied that 
ho did, and for twenty minutes at least tbo 
black man addressed tho largo audience pres- 
ent in tho prison yard. Not a word of weak 
complaining against his fate did ho utter, not a 
protest against tho rigid enforcement of tho 
law, 
"ahfo fora lifo," not a thought that 


was W'lflsli. 
Ho spoke altogether of tho 


wicked laws and custom that made every 
master in our merchant marine a practically 
irresponsible debiwt aboard his ship, that 
gavo unrestrained license to tho exercise of 
all tho tyranny and brutality in his nature. 
Scores of instances ho cited, giving names 
and dates* in each case, illustrative of tho 
(lendi.vi cruelties practiced by captains and 
mates upon their ci ows, and bhowed conclu- 
sively tint teamen hud hardly any hope of 
retires, through tho law for i>ucu outrages. 
If his death might bo tho means of calling 
such attention to these alnuscs as would obtain 
some r ifonu of them, ho would not havo died 
in vnhi, and in tho hope that it might havo 
such effect he willingly, and even gladly, laid 


In all his speech ms voice was iirm, clear 


and t.t* acly; there was no trouble in his eyes; 
not tt t reinor of nervousness thrilled a uiusclu, 
yet tht ro was not a trace of bravado in his 
maniK r, but only culm, manly courage. 
Then 1 e turned to tho marshal with a cour- 
teous I o'.v and pleasant blink1, saying: 


"1 tl.auk you, sir, for j;ivm^ mo this op- 


portunity to bo beard upon this tubject, and 
now I am at 3*our tervice." 


As ho uttered those last words ho drew 


hiuiscl t' up erect. Tho liangmun drew down 
tho bl ick cup over his face, and Marshal 
Murray, whoso eves were filled with tears of 
sympathy, gavo the death signal by tho 
ing of his handkerchief. In ti few minutes 
tho bi\ivo heart of the jjcor L lack man had 
ceased to beat. Was it ri^ht to kill a man 
liko Hawkins for tho slay 1112 of that brutal 
captain) I do not think so.

Knife Fighting Becoming a 


Thing of the Past. 


A WAIL OTEE ITS DECADENCE. 


IIuw Ul» Bowie \\~tVi AocidtiDtally Invented, 


and flow It Wa« U*cd Jti Bfany a I>o»- 
Iterate Flcht, to! Tlipue 
Many Years

HE days of tho bowio havo de- 
parted—gone glimmering down 
tho dreams o{ things that were. 
No moro is it tbo idol, the glit- 
tering charm, of the miner 
who eipocts to occasionally get 


Into close quarters; no moro is it tho beloved 
trinket of tho cosy conscienced desperado who 
had a periodical propensity to artistically 
slash a man in order to keep his hand in. 
Nowadays when tho desperado wants to drop 
his man hff shoots. In his boot leg or in tho 
left arm holo t>t his vest there may bo stick- 
ing a bowio, but it has become a mere matter 
of form, and ho is simply bowing to a con- 
vention Landed down from tho forties. 


Tho bowio has been on tho decline for the 


past ten years. Tho revolver and gun have 
been so greatly improved during tho past 
decndo that knife fighting has gradually be- 
come unpopular, as requiring too much ex- 
ertion and skill It is now considered vulgar 
to reach for a man's jugular with a bowio, 
when ho can 'jo neatly dropped with a gun at 
forty yards, without any danger—unless tho 
other man happens to draw first.

Tho invention of tho bowio knife was the 


result of an accident. Col. Jiin Bowio, the 
notorious f reo lanco of tho '20s, fought a duel 
with swords in 1827. His sword broke dur- 
ing the duel, and tho colonel killed his mas 
with tho broken sword. The sword snapped 
near tho hilt, and in such a way that it looked 
exactly like a bowio knifo. Tho colonel was 
so much pleased by tho weapon which ho ac- 
cidentally fashioned, and with which ho had 
been so successful, that ho sent tho broken 
blade on to Philadelphia to havo some knives 
made on tho same plan. 


Thus tho bowic. 
Tho bowio fighting of tho '40s was a joy 


forever. 
Tho art was at tho height of its 


popularity then, nnd a man who did not know 
how to uso his knifo was looked down upon by 
everybody. 


Ono of tho most famous fights was that 


between a littlo gambler named Barney 
Kenny and three swindling brothers of his 
profession in Portland, Oro, Tho four were 
playing poker in a saloon. Somebody was 
caught cheating and Barney grabbed the 
pot. 
Instantly 
tho threo 
confederates 


grabbed their pistols and commenced blazing 
awny at Barney, who drow his knifo and 
waded in desperately. 
After a brief but 


furious combat, in which fifteen shots were 
fired, Barney, in the calmest possible manner, 
walked out of tho room, leaving tho others 
ou tho floor. Ouo was dead, a second mor- 
tally wounded, and tho third cut so badly 
that he had to be in a hospital for months. 


Barney kept the pot. 
Ono of tho tough mining camps of early 


days was called Grizzly Flat, and many a 
knifo fight occurred there between tho miners 
and gamblers. A well known professional 
man of San Francisco, who was then in tho 
mines, describes a scene that ho saw once in a 
saloon hi Grizzly Flat which illustrates tho 
danger of using tho knifo improperly. 
He 


says: 


"A young lawyer whom I knew had a dis- 


pute w ith a gambler, and after somo hard 
words hod passed, drew his knifo. Ho raised 
his knifo above his head and I then turned 
away, as I did not want to see tho fight, and, 
perhaps, bo called upon to testify against 
the young man. 
I had hardly turned 


around when I heard a cry, and, facing 
about, I saw tho young man falling, with his 
own knife driven to tho hilt into his breast 
and his hand grasping tho handle. Tho 
gambler had caught his wrist as tho blow 
was descending, turned it and compelled the 
young man to stab himself." 


i GRIZZLY PLAT FAILURE. 


In a hand to hand encounter the man with 


a bowie is likely to get away with an adver- 
sary who tries to draw a pistol. If he is quick 
ho seizes tho adversary's right arm wit& his 
left hand, holds him at arm's length, draws 
the knife and opens him like a mackerel. It 
is very difficult to guard against tho thrust of 
a knife made in the manner described. 


Somo men carry a knifo in the hip pocket, 


but it takes a littlo longer to get at it there, 
and the backward movement of tho arm is 
always a warning. 


In many frontier stories the desperado is 


made to draw n big bowie knife from the bock 
of his neck, but a more awkward, inconvenient 
plseo'for n knifo could not bo found. (Jnless 
the handle sticks up in plain sight above the 
collar it cannot be reached quickly. To get 
tho knifo tho arm must bo raised above the 
shoulder. A quick adversary would seize the 
arm while in that position and have tho man 
at his mercy. Up the left sleeve is a favorite 
placo with some men who carry knives. That 
would do very well when one is going home at 
night with his overcoat buttoned up and is 
likely to bo attacked, but the disadvantage is 
that Lotli hands aro occupied for th9 tno» 
n»cnt, and tho left is cot available cither for 
seizin.; on antagonist or warding off a blow. 


No •jxpericnced knifo fighter ever held his 


weapm as tho stage "Kits" and "McClos- 
keys" da These people grasp their bowies 
liko daggers—little finger nearest tho blade— 
brandish tbo weapons above their heads and 
catch each other by the right wrist with the 
left hand—muttering diro imprecations the 
while. The man who can hold the other's wrist 
and gets his own free wins the fight. James 
O'Neill, when he played the part of tho In- 
dian in "The Octoroon," held his knife prop- 
erly in the duel scene with McCloskey, using 
it much as he would a rapier. Lewis Mor- 
rison held his in tho conventional manner and 
was at an obvious disadvantage. 
O'Neill 


could make a straight thrust and reach four 
inches further than his antagonist, who could 
strike only a swinging blow. The difference 
is the same as that between a hit from tho 
shoulder and a round arm blow. 


The best place for a knife is in the left arm 


hole of the vest Scabbards ore made with 
clip springs to hold them firmly hi the vest, 
and the handle projects within easy reach. 
If the coat is to be taken off, in a barber shop 
for example, the knife handle can be pushed 
under the vest, out of sight, leaving nothing 
but the spring visible. 


In 1858, Mr. Price, of Ban Francisco, who 


then had a small cutlery shop, sat up nights, 


and mailo a fine bowia' knife, which bo ei- 
hibitod in tho first Mechanics' fan- held in Ban 
Francisco. Tho knifo was taken to tho Bank 
Exchange and raffled for J150. Price had 
token great care in tempering the blade, 
and had offered to forfeit (100 if any better 
stool could 
bu found. 
At that time 


Billy Allison, of Yofo, CoL, was making 
knives, which were sought by all the men 
who wanted reliable weapons. 
Surveyor 


General Higley had an Allison knife, and he 
backed it against Price's blade. The test was 
mode in the Bonk Kxchange, and aroused as 
much interest as a national election. Gen, 
Higley laid a half dollar on the counter, and 
drove tho Allison blade through it, without 
turning tho point or odgo. Ward Baton 
wielded tho Pi-ice blade with a steady, strong 
nrm, and achieved tho Komo feat. Gen. Hig- 
ley then tried two half dollars,and the point of 
his knifo turned. Eaton piled up threo of tho 
coins, drovo tho Price knife through 
them, and when ho raised the weapon tho 
threo half dollars were impaled on the point, 
which was not turned. That made Price's 
bowic knives as famous on the Pacific coast 
as tho Toledo blades were in Spain. Every 
man who went heeled hod to havo ono. Some 
of tho miners ordered very valuable knives 
and paid heavily for them. They would give 
Price tho gold to put in tho handles, and allow 
him to keep whatever gold was not used, be- 
sides paying him from $100 to 8150 for the 
knives. 


Tho first big knives modo by Price were 


for a party of United States surveyors, who 
wanted them as substitutes for axes hi cut- 
ting trails through tho brush. Tho blades 
were twelve inches long and very heavy, and 
in tho hands of a strong man would cut a 
person's head off at ono blow. 


COL. CBEMONT. 


"At tho beginning of tho war," said Mr. 


Price years afterwords, "tho demand for 
these- big knives was remarkable. All the 
southern men in San Francisco suddenly dis- 
covered that they wanted to go to Salmon 
river or some other far away mining country 
and they had to have trail cutters. Appor 
entiy they were going to a very brushy coun 
try, and expected to slosh out an immense 
quantity of chaparral. Tho orders for trai 
cutters piled in, and I worked night and da; 
to fill them. I had only a small place on 
Moufcgmx.*. y o4v>«*4, Mn<3 ono tncu& to holp mo. 
I mado threo knives a day, and got $85 apiec 
for them. They were plain, serviceobl 
weapons, with buckhorn handles, and you 
;ould cut firewood with them. 


Ono of tho most picturesque figures ovei 


seen on tho streets of San Francisco or en 
:oimtered in tho history of tho Pacific coos 
was Col. Cremony. Ho was a soldier, a Bo 
hemian by nature, and one of tho most enter 
taining romancers that ever drew tho long 
bow. 
Cremony served as a cavalry officer i 


Arizona during tho war, and hod many a 
fight with tho Apaches. Ho always carrioc 
an enormous knife, forged, handlo and all 
under his own direction, from a bar of steel 
[t was his favorite boast that he could throw 
tho knifo across a room and stick it between 
a person's fingers spread out against the wall 
but nobody ever saw him do it, possibly be- 
=auso nobody could bo persuaded to hold u; 
his hand for tho experiment 


Somo Mexicans aro very expert in knif 


throwing, and can drive a blade into a plan] 
across a street, but tho trick is seldom used in 
a fight, boeauso after tho knifo is thrown th 
thrower is disarmed. 


Col. Cremony hod his own way of carrying 


his knife, which was handier and simpler 
than any other. 
Whon ho walkod'tdmo late 


at night ho corned it in his right hand under 
his military cloak. That famous knif o now 
lies on the f ramo under tho colonel's portrai 
in tho Bohemian club in San Francisco.

at New York by John C. Stevens, L. 


1307, went to Philadelphia, being lhe first 
steamer that navigated Ihc ocean. She made 
her first trip to Bristol in 1809, and was 
commanded by Captain Davis. Her engineer 
was Robert Stevens, who afterwards became 
B leading man in steamboat enterprises. 
The Phtcnij in her day was looked upon as 
the ne plus ultra of the arts, and was ad- 
mired by all who visited her as a perfect 
specimen <if a steamboat. 
Her speed was 


eight miles an hour, with the tide. 
After a 


few years her machinery gave out, and she 
was laid uji ana rotted down on the Kensing- 
ton flat?. 


The Phcenix was followed by the Philadel- 


phia (dubbed the Old Sal). She was built in 
New York by the Stevens' in 1813. and con.. 
meoced her trips from Philadelphia lo Tren- 
ton in 1815. 
She was a great improvement 


on her predecessor, and her commander, 
Captain AUsha Jenkins, was a great favor- 
ite with the traveling public. She had a 
small brass cannon mounted on her forward 
deck, which was fired on her arrival at Bur- 
lington. On one occasion the gun burstcd, 
killing one of the deck hands, nnd was never 
replaced. She left Bristol at eight o'clock 
p. m., for Philadelphia, leaving there at two 
p. in., on hor return trip. She could make 
the trip in I wo hours, with the tide. 
She in 


tice was worn out in the service. 


The opposition between the Philadelphia 


nnd the Pennsylvania was lively, the boats 
being nearly equal in speed and both leaving 
the city at the same hour. 
Great efforts 


would be made to make the first landings at 
the several wharves. 
On one of her trips 


the Pennsylvania tried to prevent the Phila- 
delphia from landing at Bristol by attempt- 
ing to run across her bo»s. The captain or- 
dered the pilot to put the Pennsylvania 
ashore, aud directed his engineer to put on 
all steam. The pilot made a run at her, 
striking her just abaft the wheel. She was 
landed on the Jersey shore, where she re- 
mained until the neit high lido, and the Old 
Sal went up the river with her flags flying. 
This was the first and only steamboat fight 
we ever had on the river. 


The Gazelle was run a short time by Cap- 


lain Bcnj. McMackin, who afterwards built 
the Edwin Forrest, which is still in service. 


The Marcus Hozarris, the Mountaineer, 


the Appoquinimiuk, the Bolivcr, the Sun 
and the Balloon, all run «s opposition boats 
to the Union Line. 


The John Slovens, lhe Nelson and Joseph 


Bclknap, all New York boats, were run in 
the employ of tho Ciiindcn and Amboy Rail- 
road Company. The Stevens was one of th 
finest boats that ever graced our waters. Af 
ter running a few vears she was destroyei 
by fire while lying at her dock at Border, 
town. 
She was never rebuilt. 


The Richard Stockton, another splendi 


steamer, built at Wilmington, lie!., for the 
Camden and Amboy line, took the place o 
tbc Stevens. 
She is now running in New 


York waters. 


The Thomas A. Morgan, John A. Warner, 


Twilight, Columbia and Edwin Forrest, were 
all built at Wilmington. These boats, with 
the Stockton, were built by the Harlan & 
Hollingsworth Company, and arc first-clus 
in construction and management.

JUNGLES OF TIGER LAND. 


SILVER IN A DEAD MULE. 
TRAINING THE MEMORY.

PRESERVING 


DATES, NAMES AND EVENTS. 


(Jicful Practice for «nl»t Players—Coo- 


utant Perusal of a Slowly Enlarged LUt 
of Dates— WeaU Point* Should be Trained 
Separately. 


In order to attaiu tbe highest form of 


memory it is necessary to cultivate the 
faculty of imagination, or tho power of hold- 
ing up to tho mind past sensations or im- 
pressions as If they were again actually pres- 
ent. We can retain the Impression of an 
object in the mind for EOIUO timo after tho 
object itself has passed away, by allowing 
tbe mind to dwell upon it, nnd we can after- 
wards readily recall it. Lay an object, say 
your watch, on the table, and look at it in- 
tently for a few seconds; you will find on 
shutting your eyes that you still retain a 
more or less distinct imago of it. Even after 
a considerable time you may recall the image 
of tho watch and tho exact spot where it 
lay. 
So if in place of one object, two or 


three are placed on tho table, after coutonr 
plating them a short while their images may 
bo reproduced in the brain and afterwards 
recalled with great distinctness. 


TO KEHEUBER CAKDS. 


In this way ouo may soon learn to remem- 


ber all tbo cards that havo been played in a 
game of whist, which mere playing for a life- 
time may fail to teach him. Let him begin 
by throwing down four cards, ono by one, 
upon tho table, observing each by itself and 
tbe order in which it Is laid down, as well as 
tho wholo together, till ho feels that bo has 
learned thorn. Lot him then tako them np 
and after a time replace thorn as thoy were 
boforo from memory, and this till he feels 
that ho has thoroughly mastered them. For 
a second lesson let him take four cards and 
treat them in this way, and then other four; 
and lot him proceed in this way, always in- 
creasing tho number till be can take in the 
wholo pack, and tell of each card when and 
whoro it was thrown down. That mero play- 
ing may novoc teach a man this is owing to 
the attention being taken up with the play 
and not sufficiently directed to this operation. 


Attention is tho remedy for a weak mem- 


ory and tho tonic for one that requires im- 
provement. First impressions made upon 
tho mind must bo strong and complete to be 
lasting. 
Tho usual imago carried to tho 


mind must bo as comploto almost as tbo orig- 
inal object itself, and to obtain a perfect 
imago undivided attention must bo given to 
tbo subject. One thing at a time, and that 
thing thoroughly. 
William T. Harris in- 


dorses this precept, and ho adds a personal 
reminiscence to illustrate bis point that tho 
true method of cultivating and strengthening 
a defective memory is to practice it on the 
kind of Items It easily forgets. 


The v riter, when in his 18th year, was em- 


barrassed by tbe feebleness of his memory 
for dates. Ho commenced learning a list of 
tho dates of accession of English kings- 
William the Conqueror in 10CO, William 
Itufus In 1O8T, etc.—three or four dates the 
first day; two new ones added the second 
day; ono new ono added the third day; there- 
after less often. Constant review by and by 
made tho entire list familiar. It had to be 
learned anew a year after, and onco again 
after some years of neglect But tho memory 
for dates grow steadily, and, without con- 
scious effort, dates nnd numbers soon camo 
to bo seized with a firmer grasp than before. 
This kind of memory still increases with the 
writer from year to year, aud, although it is 
not by any means a phenomenal memory, it 
is very serviceable. A similar cultivation of 
tho special memory for proper names (which 
in tho writer's caso had become very weak 
and threatened to go altogether) has proved 
serviceable. 


EXAMPLES FOR PttACTICE. 


Tho social kind of memory that is weak 


should bo cultivated by itself and not at- 
tached to sorao other form of memory. Tho 
similo of a magnet is to the point here. Load 
it today with iron filings, and to-morrow it 
will support a few moro. Tho memory, if 
only stroll.; enough to rotain a single item 
witb effort, will grow stronger by tho effort, 
and will soon retain two items, and finally 
others iu vast numbers and without effort. 
By this method wo avoid fantastic associa- 
tions and correct tho weak faculty itself, ia- 
stoad of fastening its work on another 
faculty. Let tho exercise bo n list of dates 
valuable to retain for themselves. Or, if it 
is names that ono wishes to remenibor, select 
a list of important persons that furnish cen- 
ters of historical information; such, for in- 
stanco, as the names of tho Roman emperors, 
tho English and French kings, the heroes of 
Plutarch's histories, or of typical personali- 
ties, such ca tho characters in Shakespeare's 
dramas or in Homer's "Iliad"—items of 
world historical importance. A list of 100 
proper names, learned in their orders as 
kings of France nnd of England, aud tho em- 
perors of Rome, will furnish central nuclei to 
historic material, and tho memorizing of 
such a list, or, indeed, n list half as large, 
will so discipline tho memory for names os to 
permanently remove all embarrassment from 
this source. It is not tho length of tho list so 
much as tho thoroughness with which it Is 
learned that develops tho memory. It is not 
woll to t'o beyond 100 items, for tho reason 
that such mechanical memory should not be 
made too strong.—David Kay's work ou 
"Memory."
